12,000 MEN TO GET WORK THIS 
SUMMER 


Jefferson City, June 3.—Road 
construction is providing a nucleus 
for 
employment 
of 
Missouri’s 
needy, Scott Wilson, Chairman of 
the Missouri State Highway Com­ 
mission, said today. Plans, surveys, 
and the securing of right-of-way, 
necessary before work can be plac­ 
ed under contract, are being rush­ 
ed and actual construction 
will 
start at the earliest possible date. 
Projects estimated to require 
an 
expenditure of approximately $7,- 
500,000 are already under contract 
and work started or bids received 
by the Department. 
This is more 
than one-third of the $22,773,000 
program scheduled for 1933. 


More Jobs Needed 


The Highway Commission has 
two major problems he said. 
The 
maximum number of jobs must be 
created for those who most need 
work, and roads built at a minimum 
of cost. 
All activity of the High­ 
way Department is directed to this 
end. 
Contracts now awarded by the 
Commission provide that all 
un­ 
skilled labor employed must be re- 
tors on road projects must be re­ 
cruited from each county’s unem­ 
ployed. 
Pay Scale Provided 
A citizens’ 
unemployed 
relief 
committee, located and composed 
of residents in that county, inves­ 
tigates and lists in the order of in­

turn, is required to use that list in 
giving employment.

The year 1819 still stands 
as 
perhaps the most historical in the 
long career of Missouri river trans­ 
portation, for 
during that 
year, 
five steamboats ascended the river 
which before that time had seen 
nothing but clumsy boats, slowly 
propelled by hand. The year 1819 
also marked the 
first 
steamboat 
wreck on the Missouri, a stream 
widely known as the graveyard of 
river craft. 
Just one hundred fourteen years 
ago this week, on June 9, 1819, a 
strange craft called the Western 
Engineer labored up the Missis­ 
sippi river and came to a stop be­ 
fore St. Louis. A short while lat­ 
er, this boat would push on up the 
Missouri river, the second steam­ 
boat to brave the stem tide of the 
Missouri, and the first to travel the 
river between the vicinity of Glas­ 
gow, Mo., and Council Bluffs, la. 
The Western Engineer was the 
.main boat of the Yellowstone Ex- 
§ edition, 
commanded 
by 
Major 
tephen H. Long. This expedition 
sent out by the United States gov­ 
ernment was intended to explore 
the Missouri river and its tribu­ 
taries, establish military posts to 
-protect fur traders, control Indians, 
counteract British trading 
Com­ 
pany influence, and make scientific 
observations. 
Perhaps no stranger craft than 
the Western Engineer ever plied 
western waters. 
She made three 
miles an hour up stream, and pre 
sented a sight calculated to fright 
en 
the boldest 
Indian^ 
With a 
touch of respect, the St. Louis En­ 
quirer on June 16, 1819, gave this 
description of the Western Engi 
neer: 
“The bow of the vessel exhibits 
the form of a huge serpent, black

As the Western Engineer strug­ 
gled into St. Louis that June day, 
it was greeted by the discharge of 
cannon on the banks, and salutes 
from two steamboats lying at the 
city front. 
On its way to the up­ 
per edge of the city, it passed the 
steamboat 
Independence. 
This 
boat, captained by Jno. Nelson, had 
only four 
days before 
returned 
from a trip up the Missouri river 
to Franklin and 
Chariton, 
near 
the present Glasgow, being the first 
steamboat to 
ascend 
the 
swift 
Missouri. 
With memories of an “elegant 
entertainment” given in their hon­ 
or by St. Louis on June 10, the 
party with the Western Engineer 
eft St. Louis on June 
21. 
The 
next morning about 10 o'clock, the 
boat entered the Missouri 
river, 
and to the pleasure of the entire 
company, it was found 
that the 
boat could propel itself against the 
current. 
It had been expected to 
be necessary to use a cordelle, 
a 
long line by which boats were 
pulled up stream by men walking 
along the bank. 
At the mouth of the 
Missouri 
river, the Western Engineer pass­ 
ed three steamboats, owned by the 
contractor of the expedition, Col. 
James Johnson of Kentucky. 
Of 
these three boats, the Thomas Jeff­ 
erson, the Expedition, and the R. 
M. Johnson, the latter two eventu­ 
ally managed to ascend the river to 
Cow Island, a few miles below the 
site of 
Atchison, 
Kansas. 
The 
Thomas 
Jefferson was 
wrecked 
near the mouth of the Osage river, 
being the first steamboat wreck 
on the Missouri. 
After stopping at Fort 
Bellc- 
fontaine, the 
Western 
Engineer 
pushed on up the river, 
reaching 
Franklin, opposite Booneville 
on 
June 13, 1819. 
Here the members 
of the expedition were lavishly en­ 
tertained 
by 
Gen. 
Thomas 
A. 
Smith, formerly of the Army, but 
then receiver of the land office at 
Franklin.

The pedestrian is the cause of 
many accidents 
to himself 
and 
others. 
In attempting 
to 
avoid 
hitting a pedestrian, a driver often 
wrecks his car, and sometimes an­ 
other car. 
In general, the pedes­ 
trian is a source of apprehension, 
vexatior, and even hatred to the 
driver. 
The pedestrian walks 
on 
the highway often at wight prac-i 
tically invisible until the car 
is 
upon him. 
White dresses, white 
stocking and white shirts are 
a 
help. 
The pedestrian crosses the 
street at the wrong time; at the 
wrong place; and in the 
wrong 
manner; hesitating and darting. He 
emerges from behind parked cars 
suddenly. 
The main objection to 
him, however, is that there are too 
many of him. 
When 
Drivers Are Pedestrians 
The motorist needs to be a ped­ 
estrian himself occasionally in or­ 
der to get the right slant on the 
situation. 
Then he finds that 
no 
footway is provided for him in the 
country except on the roadway, in 
competition with ruthless drivers 
who will not swerve for him 
but 
expect him to jump off the road 
At street crossings 
where 
there 
are no signal lights, he finds him 
self held up, sometimes for long 
periods, unless he takes chances. 
If he crosses on the green light, a 
driver making a careless riffht-turn 
behind 
him 
hits or grazes him. 
Then again the light may change 
leaving him marooned in the midst 
of hurrying traffic. It is not clear 
that the safest .time for him 
to 
cross the street is not wih the red 
light. 
If he crossea in the middle 
of the block, it is because he would 
have to walk a half block to the 
crossing, and then a block back; 
and run the risk of being killed at 
the crossing. He may not even be 
able to cross at the intersection, 
because 
motorists have stopped 
across the walk, completely block­ 
ing it. 
He finds drivers are in 
considerate, selfish, ruthless 
and 
murderous. 
Something ought to be done 
about this, but nothing can be done, 
except to train both pedestrians 
and drivers. The pedestrian has 
the right-of-way at crossings ex­ 
cept where 
policeman 
or traffic 
lights order otherwise. 
It is 
an 
open question whether attempting 
to make pedestrians obey signals 
is an improvement or not. 
Cer­ 
tainly such attempts are failures 
unless drivers obey the rides laid

Rules Affecting Drivers Simple 
The rules for drivers in respect 
to 
pedestrians 
are 
simple. 
In 
passing a pedestrian on the road, 
the driver shodld give him his due 
share of the roadway. 
Two cars 
should not pass opposite a pedes­ 
trian, either in overtaking or meet­ 
ing, unless the roadway is suffici­ 
ent for both cars and the pedestrian 
safely. At night, the driver should 
unremittingly watch 
the side 
of 
the road for walkers. 
At street 
intersections the driver should give 
the walker right-of-way, and 
if 
stopping on a red light, should stop 
well back of the footway, whether 
there is a white line or not. 
In 
making a right turn, the driver 
should slow to a speed enabling an 
almost 
instantaneous 
stop, 
and 
must watch for pedestrians about 
to step into the street, as well as 
those in progress across. 
The driver must always bear in 
mind that children are irresponsi­ 
ble, and must haive his car abso­ 
lutely under control not only when 
children are crossing the street, but 
when they are playing on the side 
walk, since a child is apt to dart 
suddenly into the street at 
any 
time. 
He must also bear in mind 
that adults are subject to becoming 
rattled 
by 
the 
movements of 
cars, or by the foolish blowing of 
horns, and dart forward or back 
erratically. 
Driving under the as­ 
sumption that the pedestrian will 
take care of himself is reckless. 
Lengthening the 
yellow 
light 
signal at intersections where much 
foot traffic is present helps 
both 
pedestrians and drivers; but this 
should not involve unduly 
long 
yellow at minor intersections, as it 
does in some cities. The length of 
the yellow needs to be carefully 
adapted to each particular cross­ 
ing. 
Freak systems, with 
extra 
colors or additional bell signals, are 
mere nuisances; stupid substitutes 
for proper light control.

Economist Sees Added Costs, But 
No Net Gain, In Fuel Blend Plan 


(Floyd C. Shoemaker) 
The year 1819 «till stand« 
as 
perhaps the most historical in the 
ior»j? career of Missouri river trans­ 
portation, for 
during that 
year, 
five steamboats ascended the river 
which before that time had seen 
nothing but clumsy boats, slowly 
propelled by hand. 
The year 1819 
also marked the 
first 
steamboat 
wreck on the Missouri, a stream 
widely known as the graveyard of 
river craft. 
Just one hundred fourteen years 
ago this week, on .June 9, 1819, 
a 
strange craft called the Western 
Engineer lalmred up the Missis­ 
sippi river and came to a stop be­ 
fore St. Louis. 
A short while lat­ 
er, this boat would push on up the 
Missouri river, the second steam ­ 
boat to brave the stern tide of the 
Missouri, and the first to travel the 
river between the vicinity of G las-1 
gow, Mo., ami Council Bluffs, la. 
The Western Engineer 
was the 
main boat of the Yellowstone Ex­ 
pedition, 
commanded 
by 
Major 
Stephen II. I»ng. This expedition 
sent out by the United States gov­ 
ernment was intended to 
explore 
the Missouri river and its tribu­ 
taries, establish m ilitary posts to 
protect fur traders, control Indians, 
counteract British trading 
Com­ 
pany influence, and make scientific 
observations. 
Perhaps no stranger craft than 
the Western Engineer ever plied 
western waters. 
She made 
three 
miles an hour up stream , and pre 
sented a sight calculated to frig h t­ 
en 
the 
boldest 
Indian. 
With a 
touch of respect, the St. Louis En­ 
quirer on June 16, 1819, gave this 
description of the Western Engi­ 
neer: 
“The bow of the vessel exhibits 
the form of a huge serpent, black 
and scaly, rising out of the water 
from under the moat, his head 
as 
high as the deck, darted forward, 
his mouth open, vomiting 
smoke, 
and apparently carrying the 
l>oat 
on his back. 
From under the boat 
at its stern, 
issue 
a stream 
of 
foaming water, da<*hing 
violently 
along. 
All the machinery 
is hid. 
Three 
small 
brass field 
pieces 
mounted on wheel carriages, stand 
on the deck. 
The boat is ascend­ 
ing the rapid stream at the rate of 
three miles an hour. 
Neither wind 
or human hands are seen to help 
SIN 
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her; and to the eye of ignorance, 
the illusion 
is 
complete, that 
a 
monster of the deep carries 
her 
on his back, smoking with fatigue, 
and lashing the waves with violent 
exertion”. 
As the W estern Engineer strug­ 
gled into St. Ix>uia that June day, 
it was greeted by the discharge of 
cannon on the banks, and salutes 
from two steamboats lying at the 
city front. 
On its way to the up­ 
per edge of the city, it passed the 
steam boat 
Independence. 
This 
boat, captained by Jno. Nelson, had 
only four 
days 
before 
returned 
from a trip up the Missouri river 
to Franklin and 
Chariton, 
near 
the present Glasgow, being the first 
steamboat to 
ascend 
the 
swift 
Missouri. 
With memories of 
an “elegant 
entertainm ent” given in their hon­ 
or by St. Louis on 
June 10, 
the 
party with the Western Engineer 
eft St. Ixmis on 
June 
21. 
The 
next morning about 10 o’clock, the 
boat entered the Missouri 
river, 
and to the pleasure of the entire 
company, it was found 
that 
the 
boat could propel itself against the 
current. 
It had been expected to 
Ik* necessary to use a cordelle, 
a 
long line 
by 
which 
boats 
were 
pulled up stream by men walking 
along the bank. 
At the mouth of 
the 
Missouri 
river, the W estern Engineer pass­ 
ed three steamboats, owned by the 
contractor of the expedition, Col. 
James Johnson of Kentucky. 
Of 
these three boats, the Thomas Jeff­ 
erson, the Expedition, and the R. 
M. Johnson, the latter two eventu­ 
ally managed to ascend the river to 
Cow Island, a few miles below the 
site 
of 
Atchison, 
Kansas. 
The 
Thomas 
Jefferson 
was 
wrecked 
near the mouth of the Osage river, 
being the first steamboat wreck 
on the Missouri. 
After stopping at Fort 
Belle- 
fontaine, the 
W estern 
Engineer 
pushed on up the river, 
reaching 
Franklin, opposite 
Rooneville 
on 
June 13, 1819. 
Here the members 
of the expedition were lavishly en 
tertained 
by 
Gen. 
Thomas 
A. 
Smith, formerly of the Army, but 
then receiver of the land office 
at 
Franklin. 
leaving Franklin on July 19, the 
Western Engineer had by July 22 
reached Chariton, now an 
extinct 
town 
near the 
site of Glasgow, 
where a great number of settlers 
had 
gathered 
to 
observe the 
strange craft. 
The boat was at 
Fort Osage on August 1, and 
on 
August 12 passed 
by 
the 
spot 
where 
Kansas 
City now stands 
The boat pushed on up the river 
and reached Lisa’s trading 
post 
near Council Bluffs, 
the 
highes 
point reached on the river by 
the 
steamboat.

The pedestrian is the cause 
of 
m any accidents 
to 
himself 
and 
others. 
In attem pting 
to 
avoid 
hitting a poilestrian, a driver often 
w recks his car, and sometimes an­ 
other car. 
In general, the pedes­ 
trian is a source of apprehension. 
Vexation, and even hatred to the 
driver. 
The pedestrian walks 
on 
the highway often at night prac­ 
tically invisible until the 
car 
is 
upon him. 
White dresses, white 
stocking and white shirts arc 
a 
help. 
The pedestrian crosses the 
street at the wrong tim e; at the 
wrong place; and in the 
wrong 
manner; hesitating and darting. He 
em erges from behind parked cars 
suddenly. 
The main objection 
to 
him, however, is that there are too 
many of him. 
When 
I »rivers Are Pedestrians 
The motorist needs to Ik* a ped­ 
estrian himself occasionally in or­ 
der to get the right slant on the 
situation. 
Then he finds that 
no 
footway is provided for him in the 
country except on the roadway, in 
competition with ruthless 
drivers 
who will not swerve for him 
but 
expect him to jump off the road. 
At street crossings 
where 
there 
are no signal lights, he finds him­ 
self held up, sometimes for long 
periods, unless he takes 
chances. 
If he crosses on the green light, a 
driver making a careless right-turn 
behind 
him 
hits or grazes him. 
Then again the light may change 
leaving him marooned in the midst 
of hurrying traffic. 
It is not clear 
that the safest iim e for him 
to 
cross the street is not wih the red 
light. 
If he crosses in the middle 
of th<* block, it is because he would 
have to walk a half block to 
the 
crossing, and then a block back 
and run the risk of being killed at 
the crossing. 
He may not even b** 
able to cross at the 
intersection 
because 
motorists 
have 
stopped 
across the walk, completely block­ 
ing it. 
He finds drivers are in 
considerate, selfish, ruthless

murderous. 
Something 
ought 
to

done 
about this, but nothing can be done, 
except to train both pedestrians 
and drivers. 
The pedestrian 
has 
the right-of-way at crossings ex­ 
cept where 
policeman 
or traffic 
lights order otherwise. 
It is

open question whether attem pting 
to make pedestrians obey signals 
is an improvement or not. 
Cer­ 
tainly such attem pts are failures 
unless drivers obey the rules laid 
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down for them, and disply decency 
and courtesy. 
Rules Affecting Drivers Simple 
The rules for drivers in respect 
to 
pedestrians 
are 
simple. 
In 
passing a pedestrian on the road, 
the driver shodld give him his due 
share of the roadway. 
Two carsi 
should not pass opposite a pedes-1 
trian, either in overtaking or meet-* 
ing, unless the roadway is suffici­ 
ent for both cars and the pedestrian 
safely. 
At night, the driver should 
unrem ittingly watch 
the side 
of 
the road for walkers. 
At street 
intersections the driver should give 
the walker right-of-way, and 
if 
stopping on a red light, should stop 
well back of the footway, whether 
there is a white line 
or not. 
In 
making a right turn, the driver 
should slow to a speed enabling an 
almost 
instantaneous 
stop, 
and 
must watch for pedestrians about 
to step into the 
street, as well as 
those in progress across. 
The driver must always bear in 
mind that children are irresponsi­ 
ble, and must have his car abso­ 
lutely under control not only when 
children are crossing the street, but 
when they are playing on the side 
walk, since a child is apt to dart 
suddenly into the street at 
any 
time. 
He must also hear in mind 
that adults are subject to becoming 
rattled 
by 
the 
movements of 
cars, or by the foolish blowing of 
horns, and dart forward or back 
erratically. 
Driving under the as­ 
sumption that the pedestrian will 
take care of himself is reckless. 
Lengthening the 
yellow 
light 
signal at intersections where much 
foot traffic is present helps 
both 
pedestrians and drivers; but this 
should not involve unduly 
long 
yellow at minor intersections, as it 
does in some cities. The length of 
the yellow needs to be carefully 
adapted to each particular cross­ 
ing. 
Freak systems, with 
extra 
colors or additional bell signals, arc 
mere nuisances; stupid substitutes 
for proper light control.
